DE FONTENOY —E 
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RINCESS LEONILLE SAYN- 
WITTGENSTEIN, the matriarch 
of the now mediatized dynasty of 
Sayn-Wittgenstein, which until the 

| end of the eighteenth century exer- 
cised petty sovereign sway in Germany 

and whieh still retains many of its old 
time sovereign rights and prerogatives, 
has just celebrated her hundredth birth- 
day at Lausanne, on the shores of Lake 

Geneva, in full enjoyment of mental and 

physical health, being still wonderfully 

alert and vigorous in spite of her age. 

She is indeed the only centenarian who 

for the last century or more has ever 

found a place in the pages of the Alma- 
nach de Gotha. 

Born as a Princess Bariatinska, she was 

a girl of 10 and living with her father, a 

great dignitary of the Russian court, in 

the Winter palace at Petrograd when the 
great Decembrist insurrection took place 
in 1825. against Emperor Nicholas I. The 
vast plaza in front of the palace was 
thronged with insurgents and military 
mutineers, clamoring for his death, in or- 
der that his more popular elder brother, 
Grand Duke Constantine, might take his 
place on the throne. Nicholas knew that 
he could not rely on any of his troops, 
whose loyalty was wavering. It was only 
by a coup de theatre that he could save 
the situation. | 
This coup was his sudden appearance, 
without a single attendant, in the midst 
of the crowd, which he dominated by his 
gigantic stature. Taking advantage of 
rofound silence caused by his dra- 


matie advent upon the scene, he, ina voice 


the metallic tones of which could be heard 

far and wide, ordered the crowd to its 
knees. In a moment they had obeyed, in- 

stinctively, and the insurrection was at 

an end. Princess Leonille Sayn-Wittgen- 

stein is the solitary survivor of this his- 
toric spectacle, which she witnessed from 

the windows of the Winter palace along 

with Czarina Alexandra, née Princess 

Charlotte of Prussia and sister of the late 

Emperor William of Germany. and who 

was so overwhelmed with anxiety for her 

husband that she had a stroke of paral- 

ysis, which affected her facial muscles for 

the remainder of her life. 


— 

This Decembrist insurrection of 1825 at 
Petrograd was not the only one that the 
aged princess has witnessed. She was in 
Paris, as a 14 year old girl, when the 


revolution of July broke out in 1830 which 


drove King Charies X. and his infant 
grandson, Henry V., afterwards known 
as the Comte de Chambord, into exile and 
resulted in the accession to the throne of 
the Duke of Orleans as King Louis Phil- 
ippe. She was in Paris again when, eight- 
een years later, the revolution broke out 
and the republic was proclaimed, and, 
proceeding to Berlin, was a witness a few 
weeks later of the scene when Frederick 
William IV. of Prussia and his queen 
were obliged by the mob to stand on tha 
baloony of their palace, the king bare- 
headed, in token of rempect for the dead 
bodies of the insurgents as they were car- 
ried past in a never ending procession, 
killed by the bullets of his royal troops. 
In 1870 the princess was at Cobienz, 
staying with her intimate friend, Empress 
Augusta, who, yearning above everything 
else fer the restoration of peace, asked 
her if there was not one person whom she 
knew in France who would have the 
power, the prestige, and the aythority to 
Mnitiate in behalf ef that nation negotia- 
tions for peace With Emperor William 
and Prince Bismarck at vertames The 
princess mentioned the famous Mgr. Du- 
panioup, bishop of Orleans. ‘ 
Empress Augusta was delighted and ob- 
tained en intimation from Emperor W- 
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j eae ond Crom Bemarch at Verwailles

But by the time the princess had reach ad 
Orleans she received a telegram from the 
empress stating that the bishop would no 
longer be acceptable as an emissary of 
peace, in view of the fact that a few days 
previously he had issued a pastoral letter 
inciting the members of his diocese, and 
indeed all patriotie Frenchmen, to resist 
to the very last the Prussians, whom he 
compared to the Huns—a designation that 
has stuck to them ever since—and liken- 


ing old Emperor William to Attila, who |,» 


in ancient days was known as the scourge 
of God; 

For the last twenty-five or thirty years 
the princess has made her home at her 
beautiful place at Ouchy, near Lausanne, 
on the shores of Lake Geneva, where her 
yilla, in, the midst of its extensive 
grounds, has long deen a bourne of 
crowned heads and imperial personages, 
few of them ever visiting Switzerland 
without calling on her. Oue of her oldest 
friends, who until the beginning of the 
war was a yearly guest under her roof at 
Ouchy, was the aged and English born 
Dowager Grand Duchess of Mecklen- 
burg-Strelits, now 94, who is the only sur- 
viving granddaughter of King Geo 
of England.

The Austrian government has just been 
obliged to adjourn sine die and virtually 
to abandon, the trial for high treason of 
Dr. Kramarzh, leader of the Young Czech 
party and perhaps the most popular and 
influential of Bohemian patriots and 
home rulers.

Ten years ago Ralph Loring Holmes, 
son of Dr. Bayard Holmes, eminent 
Chicago surgeon, was overcome with de- 
mentia precox while a medical student 


at Northwestern university. The dis- 


ease is a mental ailment which sends 
to the asylums of the United States ev- 
ery year great numbers of victims, 
largely youths between the ages of 17 
and 20 years. 

The catastrophe to his-son decided Dr. 
Holmes. On that day he concluded to 
give up surgery and devote the remain- 
der of his life to the study of dementia 
precox. It was his hope that eventually 
he would discover a cure for the malady 


which robbed so many promising youths |. 
et the country of their mental facul- 


ties. \ 

Then, a short time ago, Dr. Holmes, who 
had written several treatises on this dis- 
ease and had delivered many lectures 
e 
the basis of the disease was physical. 
But his discovery came too late to save 
his son. On Tuesday the son died in the 
Lakeside hospital, following a minor oper- 
ation. He was 29 years old. During the 
whole of the last ten years he had been 
mentally deranged.

His Original Story. 
James’ original story was that while 
driving along Jessamine avenue, between 
Sacred Heart convent and Helm's woods, 
he had seen a man press a bottle to the 
lips of a woman at the edge of the forest 
along Sheridan road. Mis Lambert died 
200 feet east of Sheridan read, in the 
heart of the woods. As cyanide of potas- 
sium, of Which she died, is instantly 
fatal, she could not possibly have drunk 
the poison at the edge of the woods and 
dropped dead 200 feet away. 

The footprints of Orpet and the girl in 
the deep, newly fallen snow showed that 
Orpet had not carried the girl. 

This story, which was not the one 
James told, ,but the construction placed 
on it by those who did not understand 
him, wes, of course, impossible.
